‘CORONER'S INQUEST. 


Over the Body of the Young Gir]

SAN FRANCISCO, March 6.—The Cor- 
oner’s jury today found that Grace A. Ben- 
jamin, the young girl who was suffocated 
by gas in the bathroom of a lodging-house 
at the corner of Sutter and Stockton streets, 
met her death in an accidental manner.

Two Desperate Men Rob the 
Adel Bank, Iowa. 


Shoot Down the Cashier and a Mer- 
chant Who Happened to be 
„Present. 


Carry Off All the Coin They Could 
Pack, but are Overtaken, One 
Killed, the Other Made 
a Prisoner.

ADEL (lowa,) March 6.—A desperate and 
partly successful attempt was made to rob 
the Adel State Bank this morning. 

A few minutes before 9 o'clock two 
strangers drove into town and tied their 
team near the public square. Without 
attracting any particular attention they 
stepped into the bank, The cashier, M. 
Leach, just taken from the vault the 
currency for the day’s business. C. D. Bai- 
ley, a leading merchant, was writing at a 
desk in the lobby. They were the only 
occupants of the bank. One of the stran- 
gers stepped up to the cashier’s window and 
said he wanted to deposit some money. Al- 
most immediately the second robber, who 
was behind, leveled a shotgun at Leach 
and fired, the charge taking effect in his 
shoulder. He then ordered the cashier to 
hand over the money. The cashier handed 
over a small sack of silver, and then, 
though badly wounded, seized a drawer 
containing $3000 in gold and currency, and, 
staggering to the vauit, he pitched in the 
money and shut and locked the door. 
Weakened from loss of blood he fell to the 
floor. 

One of the robbers then sprang over the 
counter and began shoveling the money 
in sight into a sack, and the one with thé 


gun turned to Mr. Bailey, who was stil! 


standing at the desk, and fired a shot at 
him, wounding him in the neck. Bailey 
fell to the floor, and the robber shot at 


the prostrate form, but missed. By this 
time a crowd had emMected outside, 
the robbers, one carrying the money and | 


and 


the other with a leveled gun, made a rush 
for their team. Fully fifty shots were fired 
at the time, but none apparently took et- 
| fect. They quickly got in their buggy, 
and, still Keeping the crowd at bay, drove 
rapidly away. 

Several men sprang upon horses and fol- 
lowed and a running fight of several miles 
ensued. About four miles south of the 
town the buggy driven by the robbers 
struck a tree and broke a wheel. The rob- 
bers, still closely pursued, abandoned their 
rig. One hid behind a bank, where he 
was soon captured, and the other with the 
un fan into a barn near by. The barn 
Was surrounded, but the bandit held the 
crowd at bay. He was called upon to sur- 
render. but resolutely refused to do so and 
said he would never be taken alive, After 
a wvarley the crowd untied the captured 
robber and compelled him to set fire to the 
barn. The advancing flames finally 
forced the robber to come out, but he still 
refused to surrender and the crowd of citi- 
zens fired a volley at him. He fell dead, 
pierced bv three bullets. Two took effect 
in the head and one in the side and either 
would have been fatal. 

It was with the utmost difficulty that the 
angry crowd was prevented from wreaking 
vengeance on the robber that was alive, 
but Sheriff Payne hustled him into a buggy 
and drove rapidly out of the way to town. 
A crowd of several hundred had gathered 
at the jail when the Sheriff reached here 
with his prisoner. There were loud cries 
“shoot him,” “hang him,” but the officer 
managed to elude the mob and landed his 
trembling prisoner safely behind the bars. 

The captured man, or rather boy, he is 
only 19 years of age, has made a complete 
confession. He says his name is Charles 
W. Crawford and his home is near Pat- 


terson. in Madison county. The dead rob- 


ber is O. Wilkins, and was released only 
two weeks ago from the Minnesota pen- 
itentiarv at. Stillwater, where he served 
three years for robbery. Crawford said 
their only weapon was a repeating Win- 
chester shotgun, carried by Wilkins, and 
the testimony of witnesses bears out this 
statement. He claims to have been co- 
erced into assisting Wilkins and says they 
went to Indianola last Monday morning 
for the purpose of robbing the bank there, 
but he refused at the last moment and the 
fob was abandoned. 

They stayed last night with a farmer 
living a few miles south of here and drove 
to town this morning. Their team was 
stolen from the prisoner's uncle, W. W. 
Crawford of Madison county. | 

They secured only about $6000 from the 
bank. The money was all found where 
the buggy broke down. 

It is not believed that either Bailey or 
Leach is fatally hurt. The latter received 
a full charge of shot in the shoulder, mak- 
ing a bad but not dangerous wound. Bai- 
ley was shot im the neck, the flesh and 
skin being torn away almost to the wird- 
pipe. He will recover unless inflammation 
sets in. Several citizens were hurt by 
scattering shots fired by the robbers on 
the way to their buggy. Postmaster Barr 
stepped out of the postoffice just as the 
retreating robbers passed. They ordered 
him inside, but before he could comply 
fired at him, one shot striking his forearm 


. Byers, J. M. Sinece 
and a boy named Charles Decker were also 
slightly injured. The daring has 
caused great excitement, the town is full 
of armed men. most of whom had turned 
out from neighboring towns on the first 
report of the robbery to aid in the cap- 
ture of the robbers. There is still con- 
siderable talk of lynching Crawford, but 

Sheriff and leading citizens are trying 
to pacify the crowd and will probably euc- 
ceed, though if anybody made a start 
there would be plenty of followers to 
make the bandit mretch hemp.

A Reverend Gentleman Advocates 
Intermarriage Between the Races 
and Abrogation of Misce- 
genation Laws.

TERRE HAUTE Und.,) March 6.—The 
Terre Haute Literary Club has been 
startled by a paper from Rev. Dr. Hick- 
man, pastor of the First Methodist: Church, 
which presented a long array of argu- 
ments in favor of solving the negro prob- 
lem in the South by amalgamation of the 
two races, the abrogation of the laws pro- 
hibiting miscegenation and the intermar- 
riaze of the races. Dr. Hickman said 
that he presented the argument for what 
it was worth. 

Born a Virginian and himself a slave- 
holder at the breaking out of the war, the 
idea was naturally repulsive to him, but 
he expressed the conviction that, despite 
our prejudices, the problem is destined to 
be solved in just this way, and he con- 
tended that mixed races have the past 
produced the strongest people. He laid 
down as the fundamental principle this: 
A mixed race in competition with a pure 
race, other conditions being equal, will 
be the intellectual and physical superiors. 
There is no natural repulsion between the 
races. White and colored children play

HEAVY FREIGHT ENGINES. 


Some Interesting Experiments Being 
Made with Them.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 6.—Some in- 
téresting experiments in heavy freight en- 
gines were made by W. G. Curtis, assist - 
ant to Manager Towne, during his trip 


to New Mexico and Arizona, from e 


he returned yesterday. 

A ten-wheel engine with a ieee 20x 
26 inches, was attached to thirty heavily- 
loaded freight cars and run from Tucson to 
Lordsburg, N. M. The load was from 40 
to 50 per cent. heavier than usual, and the 
route was mountainous. The result was 
so satisfactory that the new power will 
probably be established as the standard 
for that division of the Southern Pacific. 

A twelve-wheel engine, weighing eighty- 
seven tons, was also tried on the Tehachepi 
Mountains. It is intended for freight serv- 
ice, but though it worked well nothing 
has yet been determined as to its adoption. 
This is the largest freight engine in the 
States.

THE ADJOURNED MEETING OF 
THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY. 


They Agree to Have an Official Jour- 
nal for the League—Sterling 
Eliot of Boston Gets the 
Contract.

NEW YORK, March 6.—The adjournsd 
meeting of the National Assembly of the 
League of American Wheelmen convened 
today at the Grand Unicn Hotel. Presi- 
dent Williston’ of Cumberland, Md., cecu- 
pied the chair. 

The principal business was the awarding 
of the contract for the publication of the 
L.A. W. Bulletin. Many bids were put in 
for the privilege and a committee Was ap- 
pointed to consider the advisability of run- 
ning a journal for the league and also to 
pass on the bids handed in. When they 
reported back to the meeting they recom- 
mended the contract be awarded to Ster- 
ling Eliott. editor of Good Roads, of Bos-, 
ton. Mr. Eliott’s terms were to supply 
a weekly paper known as the L.A.W. Bul- 
letin, at the rate of 25 cents per annum 
up to the 30,000 copies and 5 cents addi- 
tional for each additional 5000 up to 60,- 
000. making the maximum price 50 cents 
per annum for subscriptions for 60,000 
or over. 

Another change which will begin in the 
national treasury of the L.A.W. was unan- 


Out of this 
50 ver cent. the national treasury pald for 
the L.A.W. Bulletin. Now the yearly 
dues will be 75 cents per capita and the 
members who are willing to subscribe | 
for the Bulletin will pay 75 cents per an- 
num. thus making it a voluntary subscrip- 
tion.

A number of delegates ad- 
dressed the meeting and begged the presi- 
dent to withdraw his resignation, promis- 
ing him at the same time their divisions 
and those for whom they held proxies 
would do their utmost to put the league 
in a flourishing condition before the .end 
of the vear. After hearing these assur- 
ances Mr. Williston withdrew his resig- 
nation and the meeting adjourned sine 
die.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—The delega- 
tion of Osage Indians from Oklahoma had 
a long talk today with Commissioner 
Smith at the Indian Bureau.

Treaty Port Captured. , 

WASHINGTON, March 6,—Secretary 
Herbert has received the following cable- 
gram from Admiral Carpenter, command- 
ing the United States naval forces on the 
Asiatic station, dated New-Chwang, 
March 6: 

The Japanese general has notified for- 
eigners of his intention to occupy this 
New-Chwang, is one of the treaty ports on 
the Guif of Pechili, above Port Arthur. 
Early in the winter the United States gun- 
boat Petrel was stationed there, and as 
the season closed and the river became 
ice-bound, she was placed in dock along- 
side of an English man-of-war to pro- 
tect her from the ice, when the spring 
freshets came down She was reefed in, 
and machine guns placed so as to com- 
mand the approaches to the vessel, which 
was to serve as a place of refuge for for- 
eigners in the vicinity. The town has 
been occupied by the Chinese as one of 
the bases of army operations against the 
invading Japanese. It is one of the first 


of the treaty ports to fall into Japanese 
possession. 


Excursionists Grounded. 
PORT SAID. (Egypt,) March 6.—The Red 
Star line steamship Friesland, Capt. Nick- 
eli, chartered to take a large party of 
American excursionists to the Mediter- 
ranean and which left New York ru- 
ary 6, grounded while leaving Port Said 
and is hard and fast at.a spot inside of the 
breakwater.

BERLIN, March 6.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg today says an imperial decree 
issued abolishes the use of the knout for 
offenses committed by peasantry. Statis- 
tics were submitted to the Czar, showing 
that during the past two years 2000 died 
as a result of being whipped by the knout 
and the greater number of the victims 
were only guilty of having stolen produce 
from the farmers. 


Sugar Against Sugar. 
PARIS. March 6.—The government has 
decided that in the event of the German 
Reichstag voting an export bounty on su- 
gar. to ask Parliament to vote an equiva- 
lent increase in the sugar tax, on all for- 
eign sugars imported into France and to 
provide for the payment of an export 
bounty on French sugars, so as to enable 
them to compete with German sugars in 
foreign markets. The government also 
decide. in the contingency mentioned, to 
ask Parliament to limit the quantity of co- 
lonial and foreign sugars admitted into 
France for refining purposes, and more- 
over that sugar only be allowed to be im- 
at certain ports and from specified 
countries,

“THE FOUR WARS. 


NEW MILITARY AND NAVAL OR- 
“DER TO BE ORGANIZED. 


It Will be Composed of the Lineal 
Descendants of the United 
States Officers Who Took 
Part in Them.

NEW YORK, March 6.—The Military 
and Naval Order of the United States, a 
social organization whose members are 
lineal descendants in the male line of 
officers of one of the four wars of the 
republic—the ‘war of the revolution, the 
war of 1812, the war with Tripoli and the 
Mexican war—held an initiatory meeting 
in the Century restaurant, formerly known 
as the Century Tavern, No. 122 William 
street, this afternoon.

The Amerique was bound from France 
to Carthagena, Colombia, with ninety emi- 
grants. During a gale she was blown upon 
the Bocas de Cenizas reef, two miles off 
the coast. She struck with such force 
that her masts went by the board. Luck- 
Uv for those on board, the bark became 
spiked fast on the rocks, and she settled 
down on the reef so firmly that the seas, 
which swept over her decks, did not force 
her off into the deep sea. The crew and 
passengers, however, suffered untold hard- 
ships. For three days they lay helpless 
on the doomed vessel The ships water 
supply gave out the first day. It was im- 
possible to launch anw lifeboats, owing to 
the roughness of the sea. On the second 
day the watchers on the wreck sighted the 
Colombian gunboat La Papa and were led 
to believe that succor was at hand. But 
the gunboat, after exchanging signals 
with the wrecked vessel, steamed away on 
her course. The hopes of the unfortunates 
were again raised the next morning, when 
the Pacific mail steamer City of Para, and 
the Mexican steamer Elisa came within 
hailing distance. Both vessels 
close to the reef, and after asking, by 
signal, for the state of affairs on the 
wreck, steamed away. On the morning 
of the fourth day the sea went down and 
the Amerique’s people were able to quit 
the wreck in their small ts. nce 
ashore the emigrants were taken care of 
by the French Consul and the sailors were 
xiven passage back to France.

The Coast Road. 

(Santa Cruz Sentinel:) We venture the 
prediction that if the coast rail- 
rod is not built by the parties now 
agitating the matter it will soon be built 
by somebody else. The somebody else“ 
referred to is the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. The following are our reasons for 
the prediction: | 

The competing San Francisco and San 
Joaquin road is a fixed fact. That road 
will parallel the Sow Pacific road 
throughout the big valley. It will also, 
by its main line or a branch, probably par- 
allel the Southern Pacific through the 
Santa Clara Valley. This will inevitably 
seriously encroach upon the business of 
the Southern Pacific in those great val- 
leys; tho last-named road will step down 
and out from the exclusive control of the 
rich source of income in the large area 
indicated. The only remaining region in 
which the sway of the Southern Pacific 


„pill be absolute in this State is the belt 


lying along the ocean from Los Angeles 
to Santa Cruz. To extend this sway 
through the belt to San Francisco it will 
be necessary for the Southern Pacific to 
build a read along the coast from this 
city to the metropolis. This would give 
complete command of the railroad busi- 
ness of all the coast region from San 
Francisco to Los Angeles.

The coast road will 
then be a necessary part of what will be 
the most attractive scenic route for 
Eastern tourist travel across the south- 
ern part of the continent. The privilege 
of viewing the grand and beautiful scen- 
ery lying along the Pacific shore for hun- 
dreds of miles between the southern part 
of the State and San Francisco, will 
cause multitudes of tourists to purchase 
tickets over the Southern Pacific route 
instead of over rival routes. 

The times is not far distant when

The Brooklyn Bridge’s Greatest Crush 
(Harper’s Weekly:) The great crush on 
the Brooklyn bridge in the early evening 
of January 21 was undoubtedly the most 
severe strain the bridge has ever received 
from dead weight. For nearly two hours 
there were fully 2500 tons of people dis- 
tributed along the structure at a given 
time. No greater strain from foot traffic 
will ever be known, probably, on the 
bridge. All the bridge authorities declared 
that it was the largest throng in its his- 
tory, and a reporter, in describing it. 
said that the people were packed as close 
as dried epples in a barrel—only they 
weren’t dry.“ | 

A dense winter fog had fallen over the 
city and harbor. The ferry to 
Brooklyn for nearly an hour ceased run- 
ning. It was after 5 o’clock in the after- 
noon, and thousands turned from the fer- 
ries to the quicker transit of the bridge. 
Accidents at either end of the bridge had 
completely suspended the service of the 
cars, and then the thcusands and tens cf 
thousands turned to tte promenade, and 
began a march that was slow, and really 
as dangerous as transit by boats in the 
thickest weather. 

Up around the New York tower the 
crowd turned and twisted. The women 
were pale; scores of men were laughing, 
half bolsterously, as a boy whistles to keep 
up his courage, and there seemed to be a 
nervous dread, akin to hysteria, pervadin 
the entire crowd. Out on the center o 
the bridge the t was ominously si- 
lent. Really weird was the situation. 

The crisis was reached at the Brooklyn 
tower. There the crowd had to go down 
a flight of steps, and there was the great- 
est danger of falling. Hid one woman be- 
come hysterical there and fainted, nothing 
could have prevented a trampling to death. 
That throng could not be stopped any more 
than a river can be s‘opped when any 
one falls into it. No one did faint and 
no one fell. 

I asked Superintendent Martin of the 
bridge whether he had made any special 
computation of the strain the bridge had 
undergone in those two hours from 5:30 
o'clock until 7:30, and he said he had not, 
because there seemed to be no necessity 
for tt. Bach cable of the bridge is able 
to withetand a strain of 12,000 tons, and 
the strain from this crush, estimating the 
40,000 perecns on the bmdge at one. time 
be only 2500 tons.

The most important question that is be- 
ing discussed in focal financial circles is 
the statement iesued by the American Bi: 
metallic League as published in the tele- 
graph columns of The Times yesterday, 
in which the issues of the new party are 
As far as the opposition to 
the gold standard and the demand 
for a standard of gold and silver 
is concerned, public opinion in this 
section is practically unanimous, and 
in favor of the demands of the league. 
When it comes, however, to the question 
of how this programme is tu be carried 
out, there is found to be almost no end to 
the varieties of opinions that exist on the 
subject. The league demands that the 
government should place silver and gold 
on an exact equality at the ratio of 16 to 
1, “independently of any foreign power.“ 
There are a good many people who have 
given much study to the question and who 
believe that to do this is not practicable. 
However, the discussion of the question 
has but fairly commenced, and the pro- 
nunciamento of the league will doubtless 
open up fresh torrents of financial statis- 
tics. theories and opinions. As to the 
opposition of the league to the issuing by 
the United States of interest-bearing bonds 
in time of peace, that is also an opinion 
which is strongly shared by a large sec- 

tion of the American people, outside of 
Wall street. 


The butter market is in a peculiar con- 
dition. It is, in fact; demoralized, and 
butter is selling at a price that places it 
almost on a level with lard. The mar- 
ket here and in San Francisco is over- 
stocked. Too much butter is being made, 
owing to the fine pasture and the large 
number of cows that have come in“ dur- 
ing the past few weeks. It is suggested 
that a good way to dispose of this surplus 
butter would be to render“ it, as is done 
in France; that is to say, it is boiled down 
and then packed in tubs or earthenware 
jars, in which manner it can be kept for 
an indefinite period and is always in good 
condition for use, either fresh or for cook- 
ing. A great many people prefer butter to 
lard for cooking purposes, especially since 
the revelations which were made not long 
ago before a Congressional committee as to 
the manner in which lard is prepared in 
Chicago. At the prevailing price of butter 
it could be put up and placed on the mar- 
— 5 er as cheap as the best quality 
0 


Wine men are. encouraged at the im- 
provement which has taken place in the 
market for California wines and brandies, 
an improvement for which they have 
been waiting so long and patiently. Re- 
ports from New York are to the effect that 
there is a good demand for California 
wines and at steady prices. It is true 
that the prices are not high, but the ad- 
vance which has been made under the 
influence of an organization will doubt- 
less soon be followed by a further up- 
ward movement. The Pacific Rural Press 
has the following in regard to recent 
transactions in California wines and bran- 
dies in New York: 

Nearly seventeen thousand barrels of 
‘California wine reached New York city 
from February 5 to 25, and under the cir- 
cumstances the prices obtained were con- 
sidered satisfactory, especially as it all 
came under the low freight ruling before 
the 4th inst. 

“On February 26 there were six carloads 
of wine and one ot brandy sold at auction 
in New York at the following prices: One 
hundred and forty-two barrels of port wine, 
34% to 27 cents per gallon; 117 barrels 
Zinfandel, 23 to 19% cents per gallon; 38 
bette angelica, 30 to 27% cents gal- 

; 5. stele Sauvignon 26% to $6 cents 

— Kallon; 4 barrels muscat, 36 to 227 
cents per gallon; 5 barrels sauterne, 24% 
to 24 cents per gallon; 30 barrels brandy, 
53 to 47 cents per gallon; 40 half-barrels 
brandy. 58 to 57 cents per gallon. The 
brandy was sold at the short price—i. e., 
the buyer paying the tax of $1.10 per gal- 
lon. The prices are low it is true, but 
the tendency toward freer movement in 
the Eastern markets may bring its own 
reward later on.“ 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

Charles Froude of Riverside, who has 
had considerable experience in the working 
up of flower products, sends The Times 
the following outline of a plan which he 
proposes for the formation of a company 
in Los Angeles for the purpose of manu- 
facturing essential oils and pomades for 
perfumes. Mr. Froude writes that he finds 
the demand for eucalyptus oil and rose ger- 
anium oll far ahead of the supply. He has 
a traveling agent in England from whom 
he expects to receive orders. 

“The plan I propose is to form a stock 
company with $50,000 capital, making 
shares $50 each, the majority of the shares 
to be held by growers, who will plant 
varieties best adapted to the soil ‘and cli- 
mate, making a limit only when too far 
from where the flowers can be had fresh 
every day. Enough stock would be taken up 
in the city to insure the erection of neces- 
sary ‘buildings and machinery. In the 
event of making large quantities of oil, 


vantage, the crude oil run off and re- 
fined at the factory, while all plants used 
in maceration would of a necessity be 
shipped fresh every day. 

“It will be readily seen that any person 
or persons cannot make a success in any 
one locality of this business for the simple 
reason that they cannot readily grow all 
the varieties needed to make up the pomades 
and oils. Another reason is that labor is too 
high to compete with the foreign article, 
while by the plan I propose the work can 
be done by the women and youths, and can 
be made a business of profit as well as 
pleasure. 

“Commencing with violets, roses, hya- 
cinth, sweet alyssum, rose geranium, 
sweet briar, lilac, clove pink, carnation, 
orange blossoms, jasimine, 
jasimine pocticum, tuberose, French lave 
der, mignonetté, rosemary, larveder vera, 
spikenard, bergamot, thyme, marjoram, 
lemon verbena, English bay laurel, with 
a number of others to choose from, the 
business could be carried on constantly. 
Rose geranium, in localities where it does 
well, will turn off at least four crops a 
year, and the lemon verbena the same, 
while there is a market for any quantity 
of any of these products. 

“From a close study of the methods fol- 
lowed in other countries in the production

(Fresno Republican) It is an old and 
is worn out—here in California: K is no 
hackneyed subject—here in California: it 
interesting—here in California. 
But back in the East, where the blizzard 
swoops down the gray northwest; where 
wandering cyclones may at any time gath- 
er up your residence and deposit it in 
seventeen counties of three different 
States; where there are snow and ice and 
thunder and lightning and meterological 
trouble — back there they never grow 
tired of the subject, but listen to accounts 
of an all-the-year-around climate some- 
what as a world-wearied man hears of the 
peace, rest and glory of the world behind 
the scenes.

The merits of other cli- 
mates have been vaunted, but ours al- 
most alone has stood the test. Frost 
shriveled the oranges in Florida and 
killed the trees; cold possessed itself of 
Louisiana; pineapples in the eWst Indies 
were frostbitten; in Italy and France and 
all European countries the chill was felt 
in damage to growing fruits and crops. 
California almost alone has escaped the 
all but universal chill. We have some 
right to casually thention our “glorious 
climate.” 

It is not uncommon to speak with a 
half laugh of putting a valuation on eli! 
mate. The laugh is “misfit; it. rings 
out of time and tune. If there be any- 
thing which indeed has financial value and 
high value, it is climate. 

If our climate were like that of the East 
Californians would not be able to follow 
the plow during every month in the year; 
limes, guavas, raisins, fl. ga, pomezgranats 
nectarines, olives, Eng:iskh walnuts, al- 
monds—a host of things too numerous té 
mention. In variety of proaucts Califor 
nia stands without a rival in the Union, 
and it is “glorious climate” that gives 
her this pre-eminence. If there be any- 
thing which is genuinely valuable it is 
climate. 

There is a large class of Easterners who 
look with longing to this part of the na- 


naught of extreme cold—the writer has 
been there and he knows—but the resi- 
dent here soon forgets the dread of in- 
tense cold and learns to value the eli- 
mate principally because it gives to him 
unequaled advantages—in quantity and 
quality of products, at any rate—in the 


markets of the world. He shivers some- 


times, but his orange tree thermometer 
tells him that it is a shiver out of place. 

As transportation facilities are in- 
creased the price of “glorious climate” 
will go higher and higher. 


The World’s Gold Crop. 


(Chicago Record:) “The production of 
gold for the entire world last year,“ says 
Prof. Emmons, was about $175,000,000—~ 
the exact figures have not been received 
which is an increase of from $30,000,000 te 
$35,000,000 in 1893, or about 20 per cent, 
I expect to see a corresponding increase 
this year, and a total output of perhaps 
$200,000,000. The increase in the United 
States was nearly $10,000,000, in South 
Africa about the same, but it is from the 
latter fields that we may expect the larg- 
est output in the future. The gold prod- 
uct last year was about $15,000,000 greates 
than the product of silver and gold com- 
bined twenty years ago.

000, 000 
(commercial value,) which is about the 
number of ounces of silver produced in 
1894.“

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CALIFORNIA THE WONDERLAND 
OF THE WORLD.. 


What is that quality in human na- 
ture which leads so many people to act 
as if the best were only to be found 
afar off? Americans go by thousands 
every year to Europe to see its rare 
sights, before they have studied the 
marvels of their own continent or 
gained but slight knowledge of its 
boundless resources.

When the beautiful 
young Jewess, Esther, was Queen of 
Persia, and Solomon was the sceptered 
monarch of the Jewish people, out from 
the rich, deep soil of this Golden State 
these majestic trees were springing, 
nurtured by our perpetual sunshine. 
They were lifting their boughs aloft, 
kissed by our summer breezes, when 
the Babe of Bethlehem was born, and 
the echoes of the angels’ song began 
soft ringing down the corridors of 
time. Do you want the old in nature, 
with and grandeur mingled;

A new Consti- 
tution can and should be framed in so 
thorough a manner as not to need 
amendment for at least a decade of 
years. It is a mischievous practice to 
be constantly tampering with the 
fundamental law. At the last general 
election several amendments were 
voted upon, and already. half a dozen 
or more have heen proposed at the 
present session of the Legislature. We 
ought to be able to devise a Constitu- 
tion so perfect that it would not re- 
quire constant tinkering. It should be 
terse, simple and explicit: After adop- 
tion by the people it should stand with 
some degree of permanency as our or- 
ganic law. It is a bad state of affairs 
when every individual with an ax to 
grind can bob up with impunity and 
suggest an amendment to the Consti- 
tution as the proper motive for grind- 
ing his particular ax. : 


A prominent cotton manufacturer of 
Georgia is quoted as saying that the 
reason New England cotton mills are 
moving South is not so much because 
of the natural advantages of that sec- 
tion as because labor disturbances in 
New England have made manufactur- 
ing too risky to be profitable.

CHILDREN POISONED. 


A Mysterious Tragedy in 
Tast Los Angeles. 


Two Young Lads Eat of Poisoned 
Cakes, and One is Now 
7 Dead. 


Mrs. O'Hara Gave Away Some Lady 
Fingers Which May Have Been 
Intended for Her Alone-- 

Some One Guilty. 


* 


A mysterious case of poisoning oocurred 
in East Los Angeles yesterday afternoon, 
as a result of which Johnny Henderson, 
the eight-year-old son of William Hender- 
son, who is employed at the Los Angeles 
cornice works, lies wold in death awaiting 
the Coroner’s inquest, and Eddie Strange, 
the nine-year-old son of F. W. Strange, is 
recovering from what came near ending his 
life. « 

About 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
young Strange, whose parents live near 
Hansen and Hawkins streets, and young 
Henderson, whose mts reside a number 
of blocks away from that location, were 
arranging to cut some grass for a horse, 
and Strange borrowed for the purpose a 
sickle from Mrs. O'Hara, a widow who 
lives in a small house on the southwest 
corner of Hansen and Hawkins streets. 

A few minutes later a little sister of the 
Strange boy, a girl 7 years old, called at 
Mrs. O’Hara’s house, and was given a lump 
of sugar, which she ate. At the same time 
Mrs. O’Hara took from a shelf a common 
paper sack containing five cakes of the 
sort commonly known as Ilady-fingers. 
Mrs. O’Hara asked the girl if she were the 
one who had left them on her doorstep a 
few days before. 
The little girl stated she was not, and 
started to eat one of the cakes, but re- 
jected it, saying it was bitter. Mrs. 
O’Hara told thé girl that she had better 
not eat the cakes, for they were probably 
stale. The gurl then took the sack of 
cakes outside, and gave three of them to 
the two boys, who were in the yard 
in front of, the house. The rest of the 
cakes were thrown to the chickens in Mr. 
Strange’s yard, which tis near by, and were 
eaten by the fowls. The sack was thrown 
into the alley running past the rear of the 
place occupied by Strange. 

The thee cakes, as nearly as can be 
learned, which were given to the two 
boys, were divided between them, each 
boy eating one whole cake and one-half of 
the remaining one. Scarcely five minutes 
elapsed before the boys were both ob- | 
served to be violently ill. They were suf- 
fering with spasms, and as soon as possible 
some of the neighbors came to their assist-

Perry chanced to be driving past

at the time and both of the lads were 
taken into his buggy. Young Henderson 
was unable to move at all, and had to be 
carried outright. The Strange boy was 
in a somewhat better condition, and was 
able to walk for a few steps, although be- 
fore he had reached the buggy, which was 
a short distance away, his form had notice- 
ably stiffened and he had to be Aifted into 
the vehicle. * — 

Mr. Perry drove with all speed to the 
office of Dr. E. T. Shoemaker on Downey 
avenue, six or seven blocks west of the 
place where the lads were picked up. 
The boys were taken into the doctor’s 
office and everything possible was done 
for their relief. Dr. Shoemaker was placed 
in à trying position in attending to both 
of the sufferers, but was assisted by Dr. 
who arrived a little later. 

ith the Henderson boy but ‘Tittle could 
be done. His form was rigid and his teeth 
were: so firmly set that little could be 
done in the way of introducing medicine. 
An ometic such as in ordinary cases would 
have produced vomiting almost instantly 
was given, but the effect of the poison had 
deen too far reaching for any remedy to 
avail. It is supposed the boy had eaten 
nothing for some time before partaking 


of the eakes, and consequently the poison 
was immediately assimilated into his sys- 
tem. It was but a short time after he was 


taken into the doctor’s office before he was 


The condition of young Strange was 
somewhat more fortunate. Shortly before 
eating the pofsoned cakes he had eaten 
some apples and it is thought these were 
still in his stomach, for his spasms were 
less violent and his case was less hard to 
deal with. An emetic was administered 
and had the desired effect. His legs were 
stiff for a number of hours afterward, but 
his condition gradually improved for the 
better and he was soon out of danger. He 
„was, however, kept at the doctor’s place, 
it being thought best not to remove him. 

Meantime the news of the terrible affair 
had spread like wildfire. Mr. Henderson, 
the father of the dead boy, was coming 
home on a Dowbéy-avenue car entirely 
unaware of the condition of his boy, and 
when passing the office where the lad was 
he noticed something of a crowd about the 
place and, so he states, instinctively left 
the car and went inside, where the sad 
news was b to him. The mother of 
the boy arrived not much later and 
of was somecbing ex- 

sad to witness. 

8 Campbell was notified and be 
proceeded to make a thorongh la vestlga- 
tion. After obtaining the facts of the 
case he ordered the body removed to the 
undertaking rooms of J. R. Paul on 
Downey avenue, where it is expected an 
inquest will be held today. 

Soon after the boys were discovered 
violently ill in the yard of Mrs. O’Hara 
and removed from thence to the doctor’s 
office, the police were notified and nearly 
all of the East — force proceeded to 
make an investigation. | 

Opinion at first was manifested against 
Mrs. O’Hara. It was stated that she had 
had some trouble with boys who had been 
about her place, and that she had threat- 
ened to do them bodily injury. 

Investigation, however, appeared to clear 
‘her of suspicion of having had any wrong 
‘motives in doing what she had done, and 
in fact of having had any wledge of 
the cakes being poisoned. She told what 
may be called a straight story, and told 
it in an- apparently honest manner. f 

She stated that she was a widow and 
had been living alone for some time. She 
visited San Francisco a few weeks ago 
and returned ‘home about February 1. 
About one week ago she had occasion to 
go to another part of the city for a few 
hours, and upon her return she found on 
the doorstep of the house a small paper 
bag containing the lady fingers.“ There 
were, as near as she could remember, five 
or six of them. The bag was standing on 
the middie of the front porch, which is 
not more than three or four feet square. 
The upper part of the bag was drawn to- 
gether as if some person had carried it in 
his or her hand. She wondered who could 
have left it there, but thought some of 
the neighbors must have done so. She 
put the bag of cakes on a shelf and kept 
them there, once or twice asking a neigh- 
bor who chanced to call in if she had left 
them. 

Inquiries of this sort, however, failed to 
discover anyone who admitted knowing 
how the cakes came to be where she found 
them. When the Strange girl came in yes- 
terday she asked her if she were the one 
who left them, but the little girl said 
she knew nothing about it. 

Mrs. O’Hara stated further that she did 
not know of any enemy of hers who would 
be likely to leave the cakes with the pur- 
pose of ending her life. She had some 
nroperty, including the lot on which she 
lived and another lot in East Los Angeles. 
She had a son in Seattle who had a good 
position there, two daughters in Oakland 
and one daughter in Denver, Colo. 

The woman seemed to be a little far- 
getful in some minor points, but during a 
lengthy course of questioning did not con- 
tradict any of her statements. The state- 


ments made by Mrs. O’Hara were corrobo- 
rated by the Strange girl as far as the 
latter had anything to do with the case. 
e little girl, when asked about it at 
the home of her parents, two or three 
doors from where Mrs. O’Hara lives, was 
very positive in what she said and seemed 
to remember the circumstances of the case 
Guite clearly. 

The girl said that Mrs. O'Hara asked 
her if she left the cakes on her doorstep 
and she told her that she did not. She 
then s to eat one of them, but find- 
ing it was bitter spat it out. She gave 

of the cakes to the two boys who 
were in the yard and took the rest of 
them into the alley in the rear of her 
father’s house, where she threw them to 
the chickens. The fowls apparently ate 
all of them that were thrown out. She 
left the bag in the alley, where it was aft- 
erward picked up by one of the officers 
making the investigation. 
The statement of Mrs. O’Hara was fur- 
ther corroborated by a discovery made by 
Officer Craig. The house fronts on Hawk- 
ins street, which is parallel with and one 
block south of Downey avenue. The 
house is set back a distance of about fifty 
feet from Hawkins street, but is within 
three or four feet of the line of the fence 
on the Hansen street side. On the Hawk- 
ins street front there is a plain board 
fence, but on the Hansen street side there 
is a row of evergreen trees which form a 
high hedge, and at the same time are not 
so close together but that person may 
walk between some of them. 

On the north side of the house is the 
small porch on which Mrs. O'Hara claims

n 

Before it was too dark to see well Officer 
Craig examined ground about 
the porch and found footprints, which were 
without doubt those of a woman’s shoe 


plazza. The ground at that point is of 
just the right coneistency to retain the im- 
pression so that it shows quite clearly. 
Enough of these footprints were found to 
indicate that they had been made by stme 
person coming into the yard from the 
Hansen-street side and walking close to 
the porch, afterward passing toward the 
gate on the Hawkins-street side. 

A match was struck at the place last 
night, and a Times reporter was enabled 
to see clearly one of the footprints which 
had been discovered. Officer. Craig states 
that the tracks had ‘by daylight the ap- 
pearance of having been made for a num- 
ber of daysr ‘ 

The investigation to make the 
question of how the sack of cakes came to 
be where they were more of a mystery 
than ever. The only theory—and that 
was not a very satisfactory one—that was 
advanced was that some person had taken 
this means of attempting to take the life 
of Mrs. O’Hara. 

It was urged by some that Mrs. O'Hara 
ought to be put under arrest, but Sergt. 
McKeag thought that under the circum- 
stances it would be better to merely place 
her under sufveillance, and he accordingly 
placed an officer on guard at the house. 
Mrs. O’Hara is a woman of about 65 years 
of age, who would not be likely to at- 
tempt to leave the place and would 
‘scarcely be able to do eo without detection 
if she were to make the attempt. 

A search of the premises of Mr. Strange 
was made, in the hope of finding some 
fragments of the lady fingers“ that had 
been thrown to the chickens, but the 
search was unsuccessful. With the aid of 
a lantern the place was examined to see 
if any of the chickens that had eaten 
the cakes had died from the effects of 
«9 doing, but no dead fowls could be 
found. | 

Mis. O'Hara stated that as far as the 
boys who were poisoned were concerned 
she had had nothing against them. The 
boy who was with young Strange she did 
not know, and, as for the Strange lad, he 
had been something of a favorite with 
her. He had frequently done favors for 
her, which were much appreciated. 
Although it has not yet determined what 
eaused the death of the Henderson boy 
and the serious sickness of young Strange, 
the symptoms indicate strychnine poison- 
ing. The symptoms were such as would 
be produced by that drug, and it has a 
“Bitter taste. The Henderson boy, 
he died, stated that he had 


he had partially recovered from the effects 
of the drug. 

A physician stated last evening that the 
amount of strychnine necessary to pro- 
duce the effects observed with the two 
boys would be about one-half grain for 
each case. This amount could easily be 
made to adhere to one or two of the 
cakes by sprinkling the drug on it. The 
paper bag has been preserved and there 
were found in it a few crystals, which 
will be examined. Some satisfactory expla- 
nation of the mystery may be developed 
at the Coroner’s inquest, which it is ex- 
pected will be held today. 


GEN. EARLY’S RAID. 

— 

WASHINGTON ALARMED AT THE 
_ PROSPECT OF AN INVASION. 


Communication Except by Steamer 
Entirely Cut off—Lincoln Pro- 
voked at the Escape of 

*  Early’s Force. 


Noah Brooks continues his reminiscences 
of Lincoln during wartime. The writer 
was om terms of particular intimacy with 
Lincoln, and he relates many new anec- 
dotes concerning the President. Most of 
the latest paper is taken up with an ac- 
count of “Two Wartime Conventions.” 
Mr. Brooks gives the following picture 
of one exciting incident of that time: 

The raid of Early, which occurred in 
July, 1864, gave us the only serious scare 
in the national capital which we had, al- 
though many alarms were sounded during 
the war and after the first terrors of the 
civil insurrection had died away. That 
incursion of the dashing rebel hosts was 
evidently twofold in its purpose, forage 
and plunder in Maryland and Pennsylva- 
nia being part of the scheme, while the 
more important and highly desired pur- 
pose was to seize upon Washington, then 
left comparatively defenseless so far as 
troops were concerned. The news of the 
approach of Early was brought to the city 
(whatever may have been the information 
lodged in the War Department) by the 
panic-stricken people from Rockville, Sil- 
ver Spring. Tennallytown and other Mary- 
land villages. These people came flocking 
into Washington by the Seventh-street 
road, flying in wild disorder, and bringing 
their household goods with them. 

In a general way we understood that 
the city was cut off at the north and east 
and that the famine of market stuff, New 
York newspapers, and orner necessaries 
of life, was due to the cutting of railway 
lines leading northward. For two or three 
days we had no mail, no telegraphic mes- 
sages, and no railway travel. Our only 
communication with the outer world was 
by steamer from Georgetown, D. C., to 
New York. Washington was in a fer- 
ment; men were marching to and fro; 
able-bodied citizens were swept up and 
put into the district militia; and squads 
of department clerks were set to drilling 
in the parks. It was an odd sight to see 
men who had been thus impressed into 
the public service, dressed in linen coats 
or in partial uniform, being put through 
the manual of arms by an impromptu 
captain, who in his turn as prompted by 
his orderly sergeant (( messenger em- 
ployed in the War Department.) These 
sons of Mars were all under command of 
Brig.-Gen. Bacon, a worthy grocer of 
Washington, who was the militia com- 
mander of the District of Columbia. 

The city was also garrisoned by 100 
men, Veteran Reserves, as they were 
called (or invalid corps,) with a few dis- 
mounted cavalry. These weak and unor- 
ganized forces were thrown into the forti- 
fications, and Washington stood 
while we listened to the sound of the 
rebel cannon less than ten miles away.

TRIAL OF THE DUGAN CASE ALMOST 
CONCLUDED. 


So far as the taking of testimony is con- 
cerned, the trial of the case against Sam- 
vel M. Dugan, the ex-policeman charged 
with having assaulted Robert E. Lee, a 
brother officer, with intent to commit mur- 
der, on the night of September 29 last, 
was concluded yesterday afternoon.

Dutton and Hollingsworth, who were 
standing at the cigar store on the corner, 
also testified to having heard Dugan ex- 
press his surprise and regret at having 
missed Lee, after the affair was over. 

Two other witnesses, D. F. Grant and 
Ed S. Cameron were also called, but failed 
to respond, and as the officer who was out 
with bench-warrants for their arrest had 
not yet returned, Deputy District Attorney 
McComas was reluctantly compelled to 
rest his case without their evidence.

AN INDIAN HABEAS CORPUS CASE 
DISMISSED. 
In the United States Circuit Court yes- 
terday morning the matter of the applica- 


tion of Cervasio Cabezon for the release of 


Juan Antonio Razon from the custody of 
Joaquin Torris, through the medium of 
habeas corpus proceedings, came up for 
hearing before Judge Ross. 

In his petition for the writ Cabezon al- 
leged that Razon was restrained of his 
liberty in Riverside county under and by 
virtue of the following remarkable order 
fesued by Francisco Estudio, the United 
States Indian agent at the Cahulla reser- 
vation, on February 15 last: 

SAN JACINTO (Cal.,) Feb. 15, 1895. 

Juan Antonio Razon—Sir: Upon a thor- 
ough investigation I find that you, upon 
your own motion and without authority, 
did take by force, assisted by twelve mep 
under your direction, one Joaquin: Torris 
from his home at Torris and convey him 
to Salton, Cal., a distance of about eigh- 
teen miles, and kept him in close con- 
finement as a prisoner for the term of fif- 
teen days. Said Joaquin Torris was and 
is a regular-elected chief of the desert In- 
dians, and so recognized by this office, as- 
sisting me to maintain order and decorum 
among the desert Indians, Said Joaquin 
Torris was and is a person who is in no 
Way, nor in any manner, subject to your 

ms or control and cannot be adjudged 
by any person except this office. Now, 
therefore, I decree and adjudge that you 
are guilty of a very grave misdemeanor, 
not only against the peace and quietness 
of the Indian, but against the dignity and 
regulations of the Indian Office, and, in 
penalty of which, judgment is hereby en- 
tered against you, and I hereby order that 
you shall be confined at Torris, Cal., as 
a prisoner, for the like term of fifteen 
days, under the care and direction of said 
Joaquin Torris, and it ig further ordered 
that you shall pay to said Joaquin Torris 
for the injury done to his feelings and 
person, a further sum of $5, and, ip default 
of said payment, you shall work for him 
on his place, under his direction, an ad- 
ditional time of five days, all of which is 
so ordered, and you are advised that it 
will be far better for you and the quiet 
and peace of the desert Indian that you

yesterday morning that since the election 
of Torris as chief of the reservation, the 
ex-chief, Cabazon, and his hanchman Ra- 
zon, had been stirring up trouble among 
the Indians. The matter came to a cli- 
max when Torris was kidnaped and car- 
ried off to Salton, and Agent BDstudillo 
sought to make the punishment fit the 
crime, as indicated by his order, after 
Torris had been restored to liberty. 

When Torris proceeded to carry this 
retributive justice into effect, however, 
Cabezon slyly secured the assistance of 
the authorities Lg applying for the writ 
of habeas co

SHIPPING iG OUR ROSES. 


A Constant Market 1 Throughout the 
Winter for Exported Flowers. 

On more than one occasion cut flowers 
have been forwarded from Southern Cali- 
fornia to England and arrived at their 
destination in good order No one, how- 
ever, seems to hav even imagined that 
a profitable source of income lies in thé ice- 
bound cities of the Atlantic Coast, as well 
as in England. 

New Zealand is now shipping roses to 
London preserved in ice—just like mut- 
ton. These blooms, fathered at the Ant- 
podes, are said to have come to life and 
look as if they had just been cut. It was 
Lord Byron who poetically pined for 
“roses in December,“ as for that which 
was absolutely beyond attainment. In 
Covent Garden choice buds have sold for 
three shillings and sixpence, or about 88 
cents. If New Zealand can find profit in 
shipping flowers there seems no valid rea- 
son why the choice product of the south- 
ern counties of California should not be 
marketed to advantage. Nor need there 
be any necessity to pack the flowers away 
in ice. A better and more economical 
plan is that of packing the roots simply 
in moss saturated with an amoniacal com- 
pound which previous experiment has 
demonstrated, seals the cut stems and pre- 
serves the flowers which upon being put 
into water almost immediately resume all 
N 1 beauty.

NOTED EASTERN GUESTS. 


TWO OF OHIO’S OFFICIALS AR- 
RIVE IN THE CITY. 


Secretary of State Taylor Occupies a 
Peculiar Position—He Talks of 
the Commercial Depression 
and of Politics. 


Among other visitors in the city at 
present is W. A. Taylor, Secretary of 
State of Ohio, and F. Clark, ex-postmaster 
of Portsmouth, that State, who arrived in 
Los Angeles Tuesday evening, and propose 
passing a short holiday within the confines 
of .the Golden State. 

While these gentlemen have not yet had 
time to form any very just judgment re- 
garding California from personal experi- 


ence, they both spoke interestingly yester- | 


day regarding Ohio and the outlook there 
for the future. 

Mr. Taylor, as Secretary of State of 
Ohio, occupies the peculiar position of hav- 
ing obtained both the smallest and also the 
largest majority of any one who ever 
ran for that office. In the eventful year of 
1892, when Harrison ran on the Presidential 
ticket, he carried the office by a majority 
of 1089 only. Upon being re-elected last 
year his opponent was snowed under, he 
being returned to office by a majority of 
137,087 votes. 

„We left Ohio,”’ said Mr. Taylor in con- 


“for the purpose of seeking a warmer cl. - 

mate. We thought we could find it some- 
where about New Orleans, but the ther- 
mometer only ranged about 4 deg. above 
zero, so we came west into Arizona. At 
Tucson we just lay back and enjoyed our- 
eclves. The climate is delightful and the 
Spanish tone of the town made the change 


and enjoyable. We then visited Phoenix— 
a thriving American town, and one, I 
should think, with a great future before it. 
D. J. Ryan, ex-World’s Fair Commissioner 
from the State of Ohio, and who filled a 
term as Secretary of State, had accom- 
panied us thus far, but parted company 
with us at Maricopa and returned Past.“ 

While not caring to make any attempt 
at casting the political horoscope of their 
State, it was gleaned from both gentle- 
men that, in their opinion, Gov. McKinley 
is the logical candidate for the Presidency 
in 1896. Throughout Ohto the almost uni- 
vereal distress bas made him beyond every- 
one élse the popular candidate, and to il- 
lustrate this fact Mr. Taylor cited several 
striking cases. In the glass, cutlery and 
crockery trades, not to mention ‘any oth- 
ers,“ said Mr. Taylor, works have been 
closed down and thousands of employees 
turned adrift on account of the change 
in the tariff on these articles. I 
don’t think the financial trouble that en- 
circled the world had anything to do with 
the commercial depression to which I al- 
fude. It was simply. that the foreigner 
could place the same goods on our market 
at a cheaper rate than we could produce 
them in Ohio, and as a natural consequence 


reduction of the tariff was a direct hit et 
our industries, and the indirect depression 
in trade caused by financial disturbance 
could, in any case, only accentuate the dis- 
tress that had been caused in a more direct 

way. Probably the coal districts of Ohio 
have been the most badly off. The aver- 
age wage used to be $3 to $4 per day, and 
upon either sum a man could live with a 
fair amount of comfort and happiness. 
Recently the wage paid has been about 
25 cents per day, and, of course, starvation 
has been staring these people in the face. 
Over 2500 men have been receiving sup- 
port from the State, and these have been 
cared for without demur, for we have real- 
ized that the causes promoting such a state 
of affairs was altogether beyond their con- 
trol. 

The plans of Mr. Taylor and bis friend 
are somewhat indefinite, but they propose 
seeing as much of California as possible 
during their brief stay.

The bill that passed the Assembly on 
Monday last and that is popularly known 
as the “‘Anti-scalpers Bill,” is causing dis- 
quietude among the ticket brokers 
throughout the State.

THE WATER STOCK QUESTION OF 
ABSORBING INTEREST. _

An Interesting T. P. 8. C. E. Meet- 
ing— Examination of Fitzpat- 
rick Postponed— Number 
of Social Events. 


PASADRNA, March 6.— (Special Cérre- 
epondence.) At the meeting held at the 
Presbyterian Church of this city last night 
under the auspices of the Los Angeles 
97 Committee, Y.P.S.C.B:, the subject 
of rousing the community at large to the 
importance of securing for Los Angeles 
the 1897 ‘Christian Endeavor Convention 
was fully discussed, and facts and figures 
given that will no doubt stimulate the 
citizens of Pasadena and surrounding towns 
to do their utmost to supplement the work 
ot the committee. It was stated by the 
principal speaker of the evening, Rev. 
Burt Estes Howard, that the financial ben- 
efit to Southern California would justify 
all seriousness and effort, and the claim 
of Los Angeles upon the Christian Endeav- 
orers was as strong as that of any other 
ty west of the mountains. In the State 
of California alone there are 23,000 En- 
deavorers, to say nothing of the other 
States and Territories tributary to this 
Coast. As the convention will be Self- 
sustaining, the speaker argued that the 
ten days of their Stay in Los Angeles 
‘would mean at least $400,000 in cash as 
a most conservative estimate of outlay. 
This, he thought, would justify the expen- 
diture of at least 325,000 in securing the 
convention, and the business men of Los 
Angeles and surrounding towns should 
heartily co-operate with the committee, 
begin early and work persistenly, being 
sure of a large percentage of money profit 
on the amount expended, to say nothing 
of the moral good to be obtained by the 
great gathering of earnest workers in our 
. Dr. J. T. Price, chairman of the 
finance side of the committee, caused blank 
Pledges to be distributed, valid only if the 
convention is secured for Los Angeles, and 
W. T. Ball made some valuable remarks 
upon the subject of ion. Rev. 
George E. Dye of the Bast Los Angeles 
Baptist Church told the audience of some 
of the benefits the convening of the En- 
deavorers here would be to the State, and 
H. G. Wylie, chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee of the movement to se- 
cure the convention, showed with what en- 
thusiasm Portland, Or., was now moving 
to secure it. Great interest was aroused 
by the meeting, and it is likely to result 
in some practical and substantial aid to 
the movement. The committee having the 
matter in charge is composed of several 
prominent citizens of Los Angeles and en- 
virons, and their early beginning of the 
campaign presages well for its success. 
MORE ABOUT WATER STOCK. 
The communication to The Times re- 
garding the action of the Lake Vineyard 
Water Company has brought a harvest of 
opinions from the stockholders and busi- 
ness men upon the subject. In making 
further investigations into the affairs of 
the water company it was found that 
16 per cent. of profit was realized 
last year from assessments alone, and it 
is charged by interested parties that now 
that these improvements have been made,

The rate, instead of then being 
increased with the increase of the city in 
population, as has been the case with the 
present company, would be diminished 
greatly, and a large surplus of funds still 
exist for the extension of service and 
needed improvements.

It is claimc4 
by the business men that as 8 per cent. is 
considered a fair return upon an invest- 
ment, the city could not do better than 
to bond itself and purchase the water 
stock that would bring them twice that 
amount of annual income. In reference 
to, the subject, the following communication 
a prominent citizen, for eight years 
an officer of the Lake Vineyard Water 
Tour paragraph in this morning's Times 
on the proposed change has aroused much 


comment and interest, and I wish to set. 


before the stockholders some points in this 
matter. In the first place, I would say 
that the proposed movement is dangerous 
for the small olders, increasing 
largely the present water rate, as the stock 
will be bought up and get into the hands 
of interested parties who will care more 
for large profits on their investments than 
for the establishment of a reasonable rate 
such as that prevailing at the present time. 
In case of its ownership by capitalists for 
purposes of speculation it will be watered, 
and this means a large increase in assess- 
ment rates. I have been informed that 
there is already a scheme on foot to buy 
up this stock, and that ft is proposed to as- 
sess the stock heavily to compel the small 
holders to sell. In case the stock gets 
of skillful manuiplators, 
the city authorities will be asked to es- 
tablish a rate that will give the stock- 
holders a good rate of interest on their 
largely-increased (and diluted) capital 
stock. Now, this is a condition of affairs 
which will work no good to the owner of 
a house and lot, as any one can easily see, 
if they give the matter a thought. An- 
other proposition is to increase the area of 
water distribution by the company, but 
this would produce shortage very soon. 
I would say be very careful before voting 
your rights into the hands of a board of 
@irectors, who by and by may be nonresi- 
dents and in the company for revenue 
only.
